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The census bureau reports that canned 
fruits to the value of $24,897,174, dried 
fruits, $34,771,912 were produced in 1914 
in the United States, an increase of 96 per 
cent in the case of the former and 56 per 
cent in the case of the latter in a period of 
five years.
